‘Instead of 
spending money I should have 
earned it, and I could now write 
down in my accounts a comfortable 
profit in the place of a heavy lors 
profit inthe place of a heavy loss, 

It cost my parents £200 a year 
upart from the cost of holidays. It 
cost then more than that figure to 
pay my University expenses, in spite 
ofthe fact that I was a scholar of 
my college and earned a shore of 
what I cost. In addition there were 
the costs of living in vacations, which 
cover more than half the ycar. 


A Handicap, Not a Help 


I went up to Cambridge full of 
confidence that the money and. the 
time I had spent on making my way 
there would: prove: the best Invest- 
ment of my career. The years I 
spent at Cambridge did nothing to 
rob me of that youthful optimism. 
When the Chancellor’s hastily mum-

the Davy safety lamp was first 
introduced into the dangers and 
darkness of a coal mine, After o 
series of collicry disasters duc to 
fire-damp, that eminent chemist, Sir 
Humphrey Davy, commenced  ex- 
perimenting in devising o lamp 


| which could be carried about under+ 


ground with complete safely. 

In Jnnuary 1616 the first success~ 
ful trink of his invention was made 
uy the rector of Jarrow. In order 
that the use of his. invention might 
not suffer restrictlon, Sir Humphrey 
forfeited a fortune by refusing to 
patent it. The number of lives 
which have been saved through the 
introduction of his lamp cannot be 
computed. 5

cent years, many other safety men- 
sures have been introduced into

The most recent contribution to 
safety In the mines was the Introduce 
tion jn Fifeshire of safety instruc- 
tional classes for boys before enter- 
ing the mining industry,

The margin for the purchase ‘ot 
securitics has been reduced from 55 
per cent. to 40 per cent. On short 
sale o margin of $5 per cent. has been 
imposed,~ 
“Federal” Reserve ~ Board ~oMcials 
refused to comment on the revistons, 
but In other quarters it is believed 
they will tend todrive up stock mar- 
ket prices, since both changes are 
calculated to encourage the purchase, 
rather than sale of securities. 

It is understood the Board confer- 
red with the Stock Exchange Com- 
mittee before announcing the change. 

The margin requirement on short 
sales Is nn Innovation for the Federal 
Reserve Board reguiatlons. Hitherto 
there has been an absence of Govern- 
ment regulations, 

The New York Stock Exchange hns 
Previously required short sellers to 
put up a margin of 10 per eent.—
